Eleemosynary and correctional 
institutions cost $6,991,791.74, pen- 
sions amount to $3,600,828.75 and 
higher education costs $9,334,052.80. 
The total cost of operating the 
state government is listed at $101,- 
164,453.45. 
The legislative branch 
cost $707,321.03, and the judiciary, 
$2,721,340.39. 
Executive and 
ad- 
ministrative department cost $1,- 
049,233.02 while military and law 
enforcement was listed at $540,739. 
In the state income table, the 
largest single item is the gasoline 
tax 
of $32,993,614.17, followed by 
county, federal and other 
arid— 
$23,636,152.69, and the advalorem 
tax of $22,189,612.24.
